The 
hatch of this after-hold was battened 
down and secored with s bar and a pad- 
lock. This was within 5 or 6 feet of the 
foot of the gangway ladder, where the first 
defendant was placed avia sentry. The 
Yotsai left at 10 o'clock and arrived at 2 
o'clock here. A letter of advise had been 
sent from Macao to Hongkong to the agents 
of the Hong hire, and aman was sent on 
board to get the box. When this man 
and an officer of the ship went to the after 
hatchway, it was found locked and all 
right, as it was originally, and as it should 
bave beon ; buton looking down into the 
hold it was seen at once, from dollars aud 
silver scattered, that the box had been 
tampered with and a bag opened. There 
wore 2000 Tis, when it was put on board in 
the bag ; now there were only 12 0 Tis. odd ;

It will be found 
that the fees received at that consulate and 
reported to the Fifth Auditor amonnt to the 
sum of $469 a year, That fact indicates to 
my mind that there {s no use for a consular 
agent of the Government at Canton, because 
the trade at that port,as evidenced by the 
fees reported to the Fifth Auditor, is not 
sufficient to pay the expense of a consular 
agent. The truth-ia that this interior trade 
of China finds its way down the river and 
comes from that country through the port 
of Hongkong. And when yor come to look 
at the consular fies at Hongkong you will 
find that they are very large. As was etated 
a while ago in the debate between my friend

Tho Attorney—Goneral—prosecated, and 
Lee Aman was placed in tho box, He testi- 
fied that on the 18th ultimo he was at the 
Reoreation Ground, looking at the perform- 
ances of an acrobat. There was a crowd 
collected around and he acon missed his 
pooket handkerchief.” He looked: sharply 
around and saw it in the clothing of the 
accused and gave him in charge. 

« The Polico Constable confirmed the 
complainant's testimony as to finding the
